NEED AND PURPOSE OF PROPOSED STATE PLAN:

Nevada Revised Statutes, Chapter 702, requires the Department of Health and Human Services,
Division of Welfare and Supportive Services, and the Department of Business and Industry, Housing
Division, to adopt regulations for the administration of energy assistance and weatherization services
to low-income Nevadans. See below for the proposed updates to the State Plan for FY 2018.

EFFECTIVE DATE: July 1, 2017
FINANCIAL IMPACT:

Nevada Revised Statutes, Chapter 702, creates the Nevada Fund for Energy Assistance and
Conservation, which is funded by universal energy charge (UEC) monies. The UEC is collected
from retail customers of electricity and natural gas by the utility. The Public Utilities
Commission of Nevada (PUCN) estimates $12.8 million in UEC revenues for SFY18. Up to 3%
of UEC monies may be retained by the PUCN for administration costs; the remainder is
distributed to the Division of Welfare and Supportive Services (75%) and the Housing Division
(25%). The fund supports the Energy Assistance Program, administered by the Division of
Welfare and Supportive Services and the Weatherization Assistance Program, administered by
the Housing Division.
